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Response to Amendment and Arguments 

It is noted that at least claims 1, 3, 7, 11, and 15 were amended by applicant in 
the response filed on 10/10/2006, thus changing the scope of these claims and claims 
dependent on them. These proposed amendments and arguments with respect to 
these amended claims are not entered as the amendments change the scope of the 
claims, thus requiring further search and consideration by the examiner. 

As per claim 14, applicant argues neither Hsu nor Lopez discloses or suggests 
that the lifetime of an assertion could be requested by a user. The examiner 
respectfully disagrees. Hsu discloses a certificate system where the certificates created 
either expire by a certain time or after a certain number of uses (col 5, lines 2-37). 
When requesting the certificate, the requester submits purposes to which the requester 
wish to apply the certificate (col 4, lines 56-60). This implies requesting lifetime of the 
certificate because as one skilled in the art should appreciate, different purposes for the 
certificate/assertion requires different certificate times. Further, Lopez also discloses 
request of time for a specific purpose (paragraph 35). In view of the combination 
invention of Hsu and Lopez, it would have been obvious to have that purpose be for 
assertions/certificates. 

As per claim 17, applicant argues that Lopez tracks unallocated funds rather than 
unallocated time. The examiner respectfully asserts that whether time is tracked using 
traditional time units, i.e. minutes, hours, second, days, etc., or with respect to funds, 
the end result is that time is being tracked since a certain amount of fund is worth a 
certain amount of time. In his disclosure, Lopez even talks about adding, subtracting, 
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allocating, and updating time (paragraph 11), thus he is viewing fund and time as being 
interchangeable. 
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
